EIGHT men were seriously injured by 
the latest explosion in the mines near 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 17. 

Two burglars raided the residence of 
Revenue Collector Biekel, at St. Paul, Minn., 
June 17, but were baffled, and escaped to 
the woods. Oflicer Daniel O’Connell fol- 
lowed them, and was not again seen alive. 
His body was subsequeutly found with a 
bullet-hole in the temple. The fatal shot 
had been fired at such close range that his 
head was powder-burnt. 

Joun Harris, Marshal of Cedarville, 
Ohio, is held in $6,000 bail on a charge of 
blowing up Con. Sweeney’s saloon. 

Two hostlers and thirteen horses were 
cremated in a stable at Cambridge, Mass., 
June 17, 

TWENTY firemen were injured by fall- 
ing walls in Boston, Mass., June 17. 
POLICE made a raid on a stable in 
Clerkenwell, London, June 17, and seized 
100,000 pounds of ammunition packed in 
boxes ready for removal to Ireland. Four 
hundred rifles, with bayonets, and twenty- 
five boxes of revolvers were also captured, 
THREE little sons of Duncan Taylor, 
of Brussels, Ontario, were suffocated on the 
17th. The boys were playing about a barn, 
and got into an oat-bin, the lid of*which 
fell and fastened them in. 

E. C. INGERSOLL, counsel for plain- 
tiff in the Christiancy divorce case, has been: 
pronounced insane and taken to an asylum.

A PRETTY girl of 11 years, residing at 
Dedham, Mass., bas been practicing burg- 
lary as a profession.

A mos at Rico, Colo., the other day, 
took from jail two murderers named Thomas 
Wall and Trinidad Charlie, and hanged 
them in a small cabin. 

Miss EMMA GROVER, amember ofthe 
senior class in the high school at Holyoke, 
Mass., eloped with .a colored coachman 
some weeks ago. Nothing has been heard 
from the girl, but the negro writes that the 
affair can be settled by the payment of a 
specified sum of money. 

Dr. JULES CREVAUX and a party of 
seventeen men, who were engaged in ex- 
ploring the northern tributaries of the River 
Plate, were killed by the Obah Indians in 
Bolivia. 

Morrison's paper mill, at Tyrone, 
Pa., burned on the 18th. Loss, $225,000; 
insurance, $170,000. 

J. N. Brown, Justice of the Peace at 
Dallas, Oreg., took a fatal dose of chloro- 
form on the 19th. He had been suffering 
from asthma. 

Harry FINLEY, son of ex-Congress- 
man Finley, committed suicide at Bucyrus, 
Ohio, June 18. He had just resigned his 
position of midshipman on the steamer Ten- 
nessee, and the cause is supposed to be 
something connected with a recent examina- 
tion. : 

Iignry IIUDDLESTON, & negro, was 
lynched at Winchester, Tenn., June 18, 
for assaulting a woman. 

JARVIS GAY, an old veterinary sur- 
geon, of Norwood, Mass., asked G. W. Ed- 
mund to direct him on his way at an early 
hour on the 19th. Edmund mistook him 
for a burglar and fatally shot him. 


THE schooner Massasoit was sunk by 
an iceberg off St. John, Newfoundland, June 
19. Four of the crew perished. 

FivE laborers were drowned at Pas- 
pebiac, Quebec, June 18 a boat sinking. 
The rising tide at Isle Aux Grues drowned 
two children, named Lapointo and Harvey, 
covering the islet upon which they were at 
play. 

THE freight-handlers of the Central 
Road in New York struck for an increase to 
20 cents per hour, the other day, and a party 
of seventy-five marched along the piers and 
compelled all ’longshoremen to quit work. 
THE ship Freeman Clark, just arrived 
at New York from Calcutta, reports that 
the captain, James Dwight, of Springfield, 
Mass., was attacked in his berth by the 
Chinese steward and cook, and literally 
hacked to pieces. The crew came to the 
captain’s assistance and killed both China- 
men, flinging their bodies overboard.

At the 
close oO neral debate the first two para- 
graphs ofthe bill were read, and without ac- 
tion the committee rose. 

A BILL providing that in event of the 
death of President and Vice-President the 
succession be vested in the Cabinet was re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee, in the 
Senate, June 16, The Southern mail con- 
tractors’ bill was discussed and 
laid aside without action. The pill 
to enable national banking  associa- 
tions to extend their corporate existence was 
read and the committee amendment to ex- 
empt national banks from attachments and 
injunctions by State courts was rejected— 
yeas 24, nays 27. The aflirmative vote was 
wholly Republican. The Democrats voted 
‘nay,” and were reinforced by Dawes, Miller, 
of California, and Mitchell. Davis, of Mlinois, 
and Mahone voted yea. The bill was pro- 
ceeded with up to the sixth section, provid- 
ing that all notes of existing banks now 
in circulation should be retired, destroyed 
or canceled and new _ notes. be ng 
different devices and description substitute 
for them as they come in and are redeemed, 
the banks to pay the cost of printing, the cost 
of new plates, etc....... In the House, Senate 
amendment to the Sioux City & Pacific bridge 
bill was agreed to. The river and harbor bill 
was considered in committee of the whole 
till recess.. The evening session was devoted 
to the passage of a number of pension claims. 

Tne House of Representatives resumed 
consideration of the river and harbor bill, 
June 17. The amendment striking out the 
clause eperopseting $300,000 for a reservoir 
at the headwaters of the Mississippi was re- 
jected. An amendment was adopted direct- 
ing the Secretary of War to carry on the 
works cones in the bill by contract 
when not detrimental to the interests of the 
Government. The bill then passed—119 to 47. 
The naval appropriation bill was ordered 
printed and recommitted. 

IN the Senate, June 19, Mr. Hoar re- 
ported as a substitute for resolutions and bills 
on the subject referred tothe Judiciary Com- 


mittee the bill intro@uced by him last week 
to provide for the performance ot the duties 
ofthe office of President in case of the re- 
mowal, death, resignation or inability of both 
President and Vice-President. Ordered print- 
ed and recommitted. The bill to protect im- 
migrants on shipboard passed without dis- 
sent. The joint resolution reappropriating 
$375,000, voted in 1877, to pay Southern 
mail contractors passedas amended at the 
instance of Mr. Conger. The river and har- 
bor bill, being received from the House, was 
referred to the Committee on Commerce, and 
Mr’®ellogg gave notice of proposed amend- 
ment. House bill to extend the charters 
of national banks’ cameo up. as. unfinished 
business, Mr. Hawley temporarily in the 
chair. Pending executive session, the 
measure went over...... In the House, Mr. 
Smith, of Illinois, under instructions of 
the Committee on Banking and Ourrency, 
moved to snspend the rules and pass a bill 
authorizing the Secretary of the Treasury, un- 
til the lst of July, 1884, to receive trade dollars 
upon presentation and give in change stand- 
ard silver dollars, and repealing all the laws 
authorizing coinage of the trade dollars. 
Agreed to. A motion to suspend the rules 
and pass the bill to appoint internal revenue 
collectors for four years was vigorously op- 
posed by Mr. Bayne and others, Lost—81 to 
100. Under suspension of the rules bills passed 
appropriating $100,000,000 for pensions, regu- 
lating immigration, establishing a bureau of 
animal industry. 
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LATE NEWS ITEMS. 


THE national bank charter bill was 
taken up in the Senate, June 20, and the 
section providing for the issue of gold cer- 
tificates was debated, an amendment having 
been offered so as to make silver certificates 
available as part of the lawful reserve of 
banks, 

THE admission of civilians to all mili- 
tary barracks in Ireland has been prohibited. 
The sentriez are doubled and night patrols 
quadrupled. The greatest precautions are 
taken against explosives being carried into 
the military quarters. Mititary telegraph 
clerks in the Royal barracks are required to 
sleep next their instruments. 


A DISPATCH from Chihuahua, Mexico, 
says twenty-seven Apache prisoners, cap- 
tured in the recent fight with the Jesus and 
Maria bands, were taken out in the fields 
the other day and shot. They behaved with 
wonderful bravery, each one meeting his 
fate with remarkable coolness. Advices 
from Eucerellos, June 29, detail another 
fight, in which fifteen Indians were kiHed 
and twenty captured. Five Mexicans were 
killed. 

JOUNSON’sS harvester works, Brock- 
port, N. Y., employing 450 men, burned on 
the 20th. Loss, $500,000; insuranee, $200, - 
000. One man perished. 

A TRAIN on the Virginia Midland ran 
into some coal cars near Danville, the other 
day. The engineer and mail agent were se- 
verely hurt. No excuse whatever for this 
one. 

Mrs. A. J. Martin, wife of a promi- 
nent merchant of Jefferson, Colo., commit- 
ted suicide the other day by shooting herself 
through the heart. Cause unknown. 

Caprain J. S. WISE is unanimously 
recommended by the Joint Committee of 
Readjusters and Republicans for Congress- 
man-at-large.

An Emancipation Day celebration at 
Houston, Texas, ended in a general dis- 
turbance, during which Deputy Marshal C.

When 
the disease is neglected the eye is speedily 
destroyed by the action of pus, which can 
not escape through the sealed lids. 

A Chattanooga letter says: Already 
there is invested here over $38,000,000 in 
manufacturing enterprises, over $2,000,000 
of which is in iron interests. One company 
alone, the Roane Iron Company, has a paid- 
up capital of $1,000,000, and money is every 
day seeking investment here. To give an 
idea how much values have increased here, 
in 1871 there were $3,600,000 worth of prop- 
erty, and in 1881 it swelled to $6,500,000, or 
about 100 per cent. In 1882 the assessed 
value will be over $7,000,000. In the manu- 
factories there are employed over °3,000 
hands, the Roane Iron Company paying one- 
fourth of these, or 800 in all. 

The North Carolina Methodist who 
sang so loudly and discordantly in church as 
to annoy other worshipers, and was indicted 
as a nuisance, has won his case. The lan- 
guage of the Courtis: ‘‘The disturbance of 
a congregation by singing, when the singer 
does not intend so to disturb it but i: con- 
scientiously taking part in the religious 
services, may be a subject for the discipline 
of his church, but is not indictable.’? 

A few small California carp placedina 
pond in Woodford County, Ky., eighteen 
months ago were recently caught, and 
weighed from six to eight and a half pounds 
each. 

The Receiver of the United States 
land office at Gainsville, Fla., has sent to 
Washington over $46,000 for land purchases 
in that State since closing the business 
of the Inst fiscal year. This shows 
that there has been a land boom 
recently, and the purchases of common- 
school land from the State, if they have been 
in the same proportion, have largely replen- 
ished the State treasury. 

Several years ago Enoch Thomasson 
was convicted of the murder of RB. C. Jack- 
son, at Mount Pleasant, Tenn., and sen- 
tenced by the Maury Circuit Court to hang 
4 : ..His sentence was afterward 
commuted to life imprisonment. Another 
chapter in this crime has just developed. 
A man died recently in Maury County, near 
Columbia, who confessed on his death-bed 
the crime for which Thomasson is leading a 
prison life. Steps to liberate him will be 
taken. 

A suit is threatened to test the validity 
of the Confederate land scrip of Texas, up- 
on the ground that the act under which the 
scrip was issued is in violation of the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 

During the month of May the State 
Treasurer of Texas received from the sale of 
land $65,326, of which $28,488 was first pay- 
ments, representing sales of about 560,000 
acres of school lands. 

Every distillery in Arkansas has been 
compelled to shut down for want of grain, 
and an exchange says that this will tend to 
the establishment of many fruit distilleries 
this year. 

A gold-fish ten and a half inches lon 
was recently taken from a cistern in Macon, 
Ga. 

The Eleventh Congressional District 
of Texas is larger than Alabama and Missis- 
sippi, and will some day raise more cotton 
than those two States, and more wheat than 
Ohio and Missouri. 

The cotton-seed oil mills on Hutchin- 
son Island, opposite Savannah, valued at 
$50,000, were recently destroyed by fire. 

An extraordinary incursion of prairie 
dogs threatened the corn and oats with de- 
struction in some parts of Texas. 

Some land in the Mississippi Valley, 
above Vicksburg, is so thoroughly and 
hopelessly inundated as to leave no pros- 
pects for a cotton crop this year, 

A manufacturer in Macon, Ga., has 
procured from the City Council a special per- 
mit to shoot snakes on his property, in the 
rear of his factory, where they abound near 
his fish pond. . 

A valuable deposit of asbestos has 
been developed near Roanoke, Va. The vein 
varies from six to ten inches, and in tough- 
ness compares most favorably with the best 
Canadian. 

A Greenup County, Kentucky, man 
has an old-fashioned squirrel rifle that will 
soon celebrate its centennial. 

One Mason County, Kentucky, 
fruit-grower has set out 100,000 young ap- 
ple trees this year. 

One Key West pineapple grower net- 
ted $4,000 last year on his fruit. 

The Hessian fly has destroyed the wa- 
termelon vines about Tampa. 

Augusta, Ga., will soon add four 
thousand people to her population by taking 
{n the new factories and Harrisburg, Hicks- 
tille, and Rollersville, and the Sibley, King 
and Curry settlements.

With such instances it. requires little 
effort to believe the correctness of the 
report above alluded.to that some plants 
are endowed with the faculty of picking 
up loose articles from the ground, 
Lieut. Houghton, who recently visited 
New Guinea and several other islands 
and groups of islands in the Pacific, was 
the first, we believe, to report the ex- 
istence of such a tree, though he did 
not orp the means by which it ac- 
complished this unusual feat. It ap- 
pears to be a species of Fieus, allied to 
the well-known banyan tree, which 
throws out from its branches air roots 
that eventually reach the ground, take 
root there, and in their turn become 
new stems which perform the same 
function, so that a single tree eventually 
extends so far in all directions as to 
form a complete forest, in which all the 
stems are united by the branches to 
each other. The prehensile tree in 
question similarly throws out from its 
Lvanches long, flexible tendrils, which, 
touching the ground, do not take root 
there, but “twine themselves round any 
article that may lie within reach. Event- 
ually these quasi branches contract so 
that they fail to reach the ground, but 
the finger-like processes continue to 
closely grip the substance round which 
they haye  twined  thetesélyes, sand 
which are consequently suspended in 
mid-air. In this way articles of consid- 
erable weight may be literally picked 
up from the ground by the tree and so 
held in suspension.—Colonies and India.

It is time your potatoes were started. 
The Colorado beetle is anxiously await- 
ing the appearance of the vines, and 
unless‘you push things, the poor creature 
will be short of provisions. gee 

Pinch back your geranium shoots, if 
the frost has not already pinched them. 

Plant your beets deep; if of the bi- 
pedal variety, the deeper the better. 

Beanpoles are hardy, and no danger 
of late frosts need be apprehended. 
Plant in rows and thin out later. 

Of course your peas are up a foot or 
two ere this. If they are not, itis your 
duty to say they are. Every enterpris- 
ing farmer is expected to lie about the 
forwardness of his peas. 

As to beans, you know them. Soak 
before planting, mulch with salt pork, 
and keep in a warm place. 

Cabbages do best in hot water. Pick 
out good-sized plants, well headed, and 
dregs with salt. and pepper. 

Commercial fertilizers are the most 

rofitable. Should you lose your way 
sheen you can easily find it if your farm 
be plentifally dressed with them and 
your olfactories are not uncommonly 
dull. 

When trimming your raspberries do 
not throw away the stout canes. You 
may find a use for them when your ap- 
ple trees are full of green fruit and small 

oys. 

Don’t neglect your asparagus bed. 
Manure liberally and sprinkle with brine. 
By the trifling outlay of ten or twenty 
dollars you can count upon an enormous 
crop. A good bed, properly taken cgre 
of, should yic!d at least fifty cents’ worth 
of vegetables. 

Now is the time to trim hoo-handles, 
Care must be taken, however, that they 
do not get sunburnt. Keep them under 
cover when the mercury rises above 
fifty degrees. 

If you would have your wheelbarrows 
thrive, keep the soil about them con- 
stintly stirred, and mulch with lard oil 
or tallow. 

Oleomargarine does best on fat lands, 
It is better adapted than butter for this 
climate, as it does not droop so readily 
during the warm days that may soon be 
expected. 

A good corn crop may be secured by 
wearing close-fitting boots. A double 
crop may be obtained by judicious par- 
ing. 

No farmer need be without a crop of 
squash bugs. Five cents’ worth of seed 
will raise 47,683 to each squash. 

Turnips should be set out early. They 
do best on trellises, but are sometimes 
trained on poles. 

Apples should not be dug before Au- 
gust. Care should be taken that they 
are not cut by the hoe, unless you wish 
to dry them; in which case it is a great 
saving of time to slice while hoeing. 

By all means keep fowl. Farmers 
who own hens invariably find that their 
seeds come up quicker than those who* 
do not. 

Farmers do not find the milk-weed 
profitable. A good pump is much bet- 
ter and surer. 

Strawberries, to be profitable, should 
be planted in shallow boxes. 

If you haye any cats on the place, 
mulch with boot-jacks, and add a plen- 
tiful dressing of old boots. 

Currycombs sould be set in rows. 

Plant your pitchforks under the shade 
of your cherry trees, points up. Should 
your neighbor's boy fall from the tree, 
they might prevent him from striking 
the ground. 

Cover your cucumbers beds with con- 
crete. It may kill the viaes, but that is 
the yd sure way of destroying the 
striped bugs. 

Horse radish should be blanketed at 
night, and bedded down nicely. 
ing like keeping your horse radish 
.warm. ' 

Dados and other wall flowers must be 
trained with care. If they are not reg- 
ularly watered they soon wither. 

Pot plants of all kinds are always in 
good demand. Beans are the favorite 
pot plant in this State, though corn beef 
is still in considerable request.— Boston 
Transcript.

fore, if yours do not ripen perfectly you | such quantities. The liquefaction of the 


less precious metal requires a tempera- 
ture of 1,000 degrees Celsius, while that 
of gold cannot be effected’ under 1,250 
degrees. It is usual to bestrew the sur- 
face of these metals, when in a liquid 
state, with charcoal, in order to hinder 
evaporation. But at such a fierce heat 
as the above indicated some evapora- 
tion is bound to take place, and its re- 
sults were made manifest by the yield of 
four pounds’ weight of gold, valued at 
something under 4,000 marks, obtained 
from the soot that was scraped off the 
inside of the melting-room chimney in 
question.—London Daily Telegraph.
